growing hts 1936 crops and in no 
instance may exceed $200 to one 
farmer. 
Farm ers are not eligible for emer­ 
gency crop loans lf they can borrow 
from an individual, production cred­ 
it association, bank, or oilier con­ 
cern. 
Farm ers also wall be consid­ 
ered ineligible if they have an ap­ 
plication pending with tile re-settle- 
m ent adm inistration; have received 
assistance trout th a t organization 
this year. or are indebted to the re- 
s* it lenient adm inistration for an un- 
paid loan.

r PH E story of achievement is the story of men and women who thought

things out—who believed in their idea, or their work, and pursued it 
to a successful result. 
Nearly every great invention was first laughed at and ridiculed. 
I 
can recall when the telephone was first tried and how people laughed at 
the human voice travelling afar over mere wires. And w'hen the idea of 
having moving pictures also to talk in the voice of the actor was pre­ 
dicted. another chorus of doubters arase. 
People w'ho first thought out their ideas, and stuck to them, through 
thick and thin, are the ones we now honor and pay honest tribute to. 
The path to immortality has always been over a path strewn with doubt­ 
ers, those who laughed, and those who sneered. 
Thinking th at you are right does so much! It does everything. 
Every fine and useful thing, every beautiful work of art. every useful 
human being, has had the same background—one of tests, discourage­ 
ments, and often despair. But that divine spark of faith has always led 
on, like a star in the night. 
Thinking nourishes a man’s plan and purpose and keeps it warm, un­ 
til vitality and life appear. Then the applause is plenty!

Signs Two Bills for 
U. S. Holidays, Leaves 


Washington.—Two new bills gov­ 
erning the granting of holidays and 
J sick leave to government employes 
were signed Saturday by President 
Roosevelt. 
One of the laws provides for an­ 
nual vacations amounting to twen­ 
ty-six full biLsiness days, which fed­ 
eral w'orkers may let accumulate up 
to a total of sixty days. 
The other reduces from thirty to 
fifteen the number of days a year 
which may be taken off because of 
illness without forfeiture of pay. but 
liberalizes the old laws to permit 
the accumulation of sick leave up 
to a maximum am ount of ninety 
days. 
"The laws authorize the President 
to set forth regulations for the ad­ 
ministering of leaves of absence, 
and Mr. Roosevelt announced ac­ 
cordingly that he would appoint a 
committee representing the various 


departments and bureaus to work 
out a formula for his approval.

Hollywood—Unreel parade; 
The big-nam e, big-m oney stars do 
not figure in the annual list of 
"busiest actors" as a rule, but this I 
year some of the stars have been ; 
working harder and are included. 
Garbos,

Hardings make only a limited num ­ 
ber of films annually. 
These films, 
containing starring rolls, take from 
one to three m onths of their time, 
including preparation and rehears­ 
als. 
But character actors, leading men 
and women, often work In two or 
more films simultaneously, or flit 
from picture to picture with joyous 
and m oney-making abandon. Hence 
they are more likely to figure in the 
"busiest" ranks. 
The Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences recently surveyed 
the allotm ent of roles during 1935 
and announced that 61 players—or 
6 per cent of the 974 receiving major 
screen credit—performed 19 per cent 
of the 2,201 roles listed in 430 do­ 
m estic films.

The plums, it appears, are being 
distributed som ewhat more gener­ 
ously. 
The year before, 46 actors 
won 15 per cent of the major roles. 
T he stars on the list of 61—stars 
w ho regularly receive star billing— 
axe m ainly from the “westerns."
